Catechists told to 
bring ‘Christian 
image’ to students —

ALCALA PARK — ‘‘The message of the hope of 
Jesus Christ and the resurrection is the foundation of 
religious education,’’ catechists at the Sept. 28 Fall 
Catechetical Institute at the University of San Diego were 
told. 


Teaching doesn’t take place in a vacuum; it takes place 
in American society and it is influenced by the images and 
values of that society, Father Francis Kelly, the institute’s 
keynote speaker, said. 


“QUR LIVES are influenced by images and 
symbols....Images express how we look at ourselves and 
others,’’ Father Kelly said. 


The ‘symbol in the institute’s theme, “‘As Clay in the 
Potter’s Hand,’’ can help catechists ‘‘get a grip’’ on 
images and values affecting today’s youth, said Father 
Kelly, executive director of the Department of Religious 
Education for the National Catholic Educational 
Association. 


‘To discover what images are influencing’’ today’s 
youth, catechists should ‘‘go to the movies,’’ Father Kelly 
said to the Camino Theatre audience. 


THE ‘‘RAMBO image/model of the human person is 
having a powerful impact on the young especially those 
who are the most vulnerable,’’ Father Kelly said, 
referring to the film starring Sylvester Stallone which has 
grossed $142 million so far. 


Rambo is independent and self-sufficient, he said. 
Rambo represents individualism ‘‘run rampant. He 
doesn’t need or depend on anyone.”’ 


‘Is there any brain behind the brawn of Rambo?”’ 
Father Kelly asked the assembly. ‘‘No.’’ Rambo is based 
upon the idea that the ‘‘end justifies the means.”’ 


“THE RAMBO image affects the young,”’ the speaker 
said. He represents the ‘‘macho, violent mood 
pervading’’ the United States today. 


Rock videos, which are full of violence, aggressive sex 
and offensive lyrics, are another dominant image in 
today’s culture, Father Kelly said. Images catechists 
bring to their students must contrast this image, he 


added. 


Referring to the institute’s theme, Father Kelly said 
‘“‘God is the potter and we are the clay....God created 
man from earth...in His own image. We are dependent 
on God’’ but we are also gifted by Him, he explained. 
‘‘The life of God is in each human person. We are a copy 
of God.”’ 
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Harrington backs economy letter

ALCALA PARK — ‘The bishops’ (economy) 
pastoral is the most important social and economic 
document in the United States today,’’ said Michael 
Harrington at a Sept. 26 forum on the bishops’ pastoral 
draft on Catholic social teaching and the U.S. economy in 
USD’s Camino Theater. Harrington is co-chairman of 
the Democratic Socialists of America and a political 
science professor at Queen’s College in New York City. 


Harrington’s talk, originally scheduled for last March 
as an adjunct to Michael Novak’s conservative views on 
the same topic, strongly supported the bishops’ economic 
policy proposals in light of their relevance for the “larger 
public’’ in the United States. 


“I AGREE with the 
bishops when they say 
that -one has to take 
ethical and moral issues 
into account when 
addressing economics. I 
do not believe that is 
simply a pious statement. 
It is a serious intellectual 
statement. And an 
economics based on a 
‘preferential option for 
the poor’ will be different 
from an economics based 
on a preferential option 
for the entrepreneur.”’ 


Harrington testified 
before the committee in 
charge of drafting the 
pastoral. He also testified before the Lay Commission on 
Catholic Social Teaching and the U.S. Economy, a group 
of conservatives led by Novak which has published its own 
economic proposals in anticipation of the bishops’ 
pastoral. 


Author of The Other America and The New American 
Poverty, Harrington defends the economic rights of the 
poor, stating that economic justice and full employment 
would benefit all Americans. 


FULL EMPLOYMENT, or an unemployment rate of 
three to four percent, is a major economic policy endorsed 
by the bishops in the letter, the final draft of which is 
scheduled for a vote by the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops this month. Harrington heartily agrees 
with the central value of everyone’s right to work.

‘The poor in America see themselves as socially 


irrelevant,’’ he noted. ‘‘Before they can become social 
citizens, they must become economic citizens.”’ 


He said he would like to see the minimum wage 
increased, and the work week shortened to 30-35 hours. 
He did caution against trying to stimulate the economy 
through wages and employment alone. That would 
burden the economy too much, he said; suggesting a 
redistribution of taxes to stimulate effort and participation 
by the work force as another option. 


HARRINGTON HOPES the bishops’ letter will have 
the same kind of impact as did their 1983 letter on nuclear 
war. In commenting on the bishops’ right to speak out 
about the current state of the U.S. economy, he asked the 
audience ‘‘Why do economists have the right? 
Everybody in the United States is an expert on the 
economy.”’ 


The bishops’ pastoral is important because it 
‘taddresses things that are happening now, like plant 
shutdowns, soup kitchens, the persistence of poverty and 
the feminization of poverty,”’ he said. In contrast, the lay 
commission’s letter is ‘‘standard and conservative’’ and 
“could have been written any time in the past fifty 
years.”’ 


Harrington also took issue with the lay commission’s 
outlook on American poverty. They present the poor as 
‘‘rational calculators’? who stay on government-funded 
programs because of the ‘‘work disincentives’ ’such 
programs produce, he said. While admitting that 
marginalization is one of the causes of poverty’s 
persistence, Harrington also claims that “‘most poor 
people are not on welfare.”’ 


““MOST AMERICANS think we spend a lot of money 
on the poor. The fact is, we spend less on the poor than 
any other Western democracy,”’ he said. But, he thinks 
there is a ‘‘moral and spiritual crisis in the United States” 
and our ‘‘attitudes toward morality are more significant 
than welfare.”’ 


Harrington’s only major criticism of the bishops’ 
pastoral draft was that it tends to talk in terms of ‘‘rich”’ 
and “‘poor.’’ The fact is ‘‘most Americans are neither,”’ 
Harrington said. 


He said many Americans hover just above poverty 
themselves. Consequently they don’t have money or time 
to donate to the poor, and they’re skeptical about 
adopting more expensive social programs. Harrington 
said he would like to see the pastoral address middle class 
Americans more, urging them to carry out the proposed 
policies. If they do, he said, not just the poor but ‘‘most 
Americans would be better off.’’

Briefs 


NO CHANGE — Bishop James Malone, 
president of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, said Sept. 25 that he did 
“not advocate a change”’ in priestly celibacy, 
although a report in Time magazine suggested 
he had called for reopening the question. 
Mandatory celibacy for priests ‘‘in theory 
could be changed, but I expect no change in 
our lifetime and perhaps no change ever,’’ he 
said. 


END ILLITERACY — Bishop George 
Speltz of St. Cloud, Minn., said at a diocesan 
pastoral council meeting that a national 
catechism needs to be developed ‘‘to end the 
illiteracy of today’s Catholics in regard to basic 
Church teachings.’’ The 35-member council is 
made up of laity, Religious and priests. Bishop 
Speltz said a national catechism should have 


two goals: conversion to Christ and 
faithfulness to Catholic teachings. 
VATICAN ACCUSED — A top 


Czechoslovakian Communist Party official has 
accused the Vatican of encouraging political 
opposition in the Eastern European country. 


Vasil Bejda, director of the Central 
Committee’s Agitation and Propaganda 
Department, said in an article that efforts were 
underway to involve the Czechoslovakian 
Catholic Church ‘‘in actions to weaken and 
destabilize socialism’’ in the country. He said 
that the Vatican was ““ever more active on the 
part of the most reactionary forces in the 
crusade against progressive forces.”’ 


BEATIFICATION — A Spanish Jesuit who’ 
took Catholicism to the U.S. territory of 
Guam is scheduled to be beatified Oct. 6 with 
two other members of his order. Father Diego 
Luis de San Vitores (1627-1672), who 
established the first permanent Catholic 
mission on the western Pacific island of Guam, 
is to be beatified by Pope John Paul II at the 
Vatican, said U.S. priest Father Robert Sarno 
of the Vatican Congregation for Saints’ 
Causes. 


SUCCESS DOUBTFUL — The followers of 
dissident Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre have 
petitioned for wider use of the Tridentine 
Mass, but a Vatican official said Sept. 25 that 
it is doubtful their campaign will succeed. The 
petition, presented to Pope John Paul II earlier 
this year, asked for easing restrictions on use of 
the pre-Vatican II Mass, said Msgr. Pierre 
Jarry, who has handled questions at the 
Vatican’s Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith regarding Archbishop Lefebvre’s group. 


AFTER SHOCKS — A Catholic University © 
professor said the Sept. 19-20 earthquakes that 
rocked Mexico will have long-term emotional 
effects on its people, creating a second disaster 
that they must overcome. Fred Ahearn, dean 
of the National Catholic School of Social 
Services at Catholic University, based his 
comments on studies he has done on natural 
disasters’ effects on their victims. He said it 


‘ will take Mexico years to recover from the 


September earthquakes as anxiety, fear, 
depression and guilt will take their toll. And as 
the anniversary approaches, he said, so will an 
increase in anxiety and depression. 


POVERTY MISUNDERSTOOD — 
Poverty in the United States is ‘‘a 
misunderstood problem,”’ according to Father 
Alfred Lo Pinto, executive director of the 
Campaign for Human Development, the U.S. 
bishops’ anti-poverty program. Father Lo 
Pinto said Sept. 24 he was ‘‘astonished”’ that a 
0.9 percent decrease in poverty has been held 
up as a cause ‘“‘for celebration and self- 
congratulation.’’ The priest spoke at a press 
conference in Washington where he 
announced this year’s CHD grants. A total of 
$6.5 million has been awarded to 217 self-help 
projects throughout the country. According to 
Father Lo Pinto, poverty is worse today than it 
was 15 years ago even though figures recently 
released by the U.S. Census Bureau indicate a 
decrease.

THIS WAS said in 1917, at the time the Czarist government in Russia was being 
overthrown and the Communists gained control of the government of Russia. 


It was predicted at Fatima that there would be a second world war, unless the people 
returned to God. It was further predicted that there would be a Third World War, in 
which nations would be annihilated, if people continued to turn away from God. 


The word ‘‘annihilated’’ is worth taking notice of, because, in 1917, there were no 
bombs capable of ‘‘annihilating’’ a nation. 


IT WAS also predicted at Fatima that fashions would come into being that would 
greatly offend Christ. Today, these fashions are so widely accepted that only at the 
Vatican itself do they receive any official rejection. If modesty is a woman’s greatest 
weapon...what happens when she discards it is only too obvious. 


But, Catholics were not left without weapons with which to oppose the destruction 
caused by de-Christianization of all that is essentially good.

Legal professionals told of ‘law of love’ 


ALGALA PARK — More than 150 legal professionals 
and their spouses attended the ‘‘Red’’ Mass Sept. 28 in 
the Immaculata Church at the University of San Diego. 


The Red Mass is a religious ceremony for all members 
of the legislative, judicial and executive branches of 
government and of the bar, Catholic and non-Catholic. 
The Mass’ name comes from the color of the vestments 
worn by the celebrant. 


BISHOP LEO T. Maher was the principal celebrant 
of the Mass sponsored annually by the Thomas More 
Society, a group made up of Catholic members of the 
local bench and bar dedicated to continuing the ideals of 
their patron, Thomas More. 


Bishop Maher welcomed the congregation and asked 
the Holy Spirit to guide them so they might continue ‘‘as 
servants of justice’? and ‘‘increase the harvest of justice 
which is shalom.”’ 


‘“‘The miscarriage of justice is found mostly in the 
exploitation and manipulation of the poor, the marginal 
groups in society, the neglected.... They become the seals 
on which justice of the whole society is weighed,” Bishop 
Maher said. ‘‘As servants of justice, you represent the 
saving power, the victory over evil powers which threaten 
the fabric of society.”’ 


DURING THE Mass’ homily, diocesan Associate 
Judicial Vicar Father John G. Proctor told the 


congregation ‘‘the biblical notion of justice...stands for a 
whole way of living, a whole style of being: the believer 
treats everyone in the way he has been treated by God and 
this is justice.” 

‘“‘The average person’s unhappiness with law and the 
legal profession stems not from a desire for individually 
preferential treatment, but rather is deeply rooted in a 
conviction that the law and lawyers just don’t care about 


us anymore,” he explained. ‘‘What draws people to ~ 


religion, and to the God of justice, is the over-abiding 
realization that God cares for me. What alienates people 
from our legal system is the overwhelming conviction that 
the law doesn’t care about anyone.”’ 

Father Proctor told the congregation that although he 
feels ‘‘it is basically impossible to legislate 
morality...legislators and practitioners of the law can 
model morality.”’ 

JUSTICE INSISTS on more than being satisfied with 
the ‘‘simple love of law.’’ Justice calls people to “‘be 
motivated by the law of love,” he said. 


“IT IS not enough, however, merely to practice 
justice....You are to act toward others as God has acted 
toward you....Your dedication commits you to a style of 
God-like living where no man or woman is a stranger to 
you because no man or woman is a stranger to God,” 
Father Proctor said.

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MANY AFFRONTS to people’s dignity exist in 
today’s world, Father Kelly explained, citing apartheid, 
abortion, racism and sexism as examples. 


Teachers need to help youth develop a self-worth image 
‘to counter the Rambo, Prince and Madonna’”’ images of 
today’s society, he said. 

‘‘Roman Catholicism is the only worldwide family of 
faith.’’ It embraces many cultures, Father Kelly said. 
‘‘The Christian image is rich, positive, hopeful.” 
Catechists should use it ‘‘to balance the negative value”’ 
of humans found in American culture, he added. 


HUMAN BEINGS are fragile, Father Kelly said, 
adding that the ‘‘image of the clay fits’’ this fragility. 
‘‘Physical and moral vulnerablility affect humans.’’ 


The ‘‘ultimate aspect’? of a human’s physical 
vulnerability is death. ‘‘We can’t overcome death’’ but 
we should work to help students understand it, he said. 


Moral vulnerability makes it hard for people ‘‘to live 
up to ideals and principles. Our freedom is constantly 
being challenged,’ Father Kelly said, adding that 
original and actual sin affect people. 


‘‘ACTUAL SIN — what I do personally — needs to be 
emphasized with youth. There has been a tendency to 
downplay these”’ sins, the speaker said. ‘“‘We need to face 
up to these aspects of human life’? and accept personal 
accountability and responsibility for our actions. 


If we deny our human vulnerability — sin and death — 
‘‘we don’t need Christ or the Good News,”’ he explained. 
‘Jesus Christ is the only answer to physical and moral 
vulnerability...,.Physical vulnerability is overcome by the 
resurrection of the dead in Jesus Christ. Moral 
vulnerability is overcome by the power and grace of Jesus 
Christ. This is the Good News of our catechesis,’’ he said.

Catholic conservatives challengea 


Many Catholic conservatives regularly complain about the 
public performance of Catholic politicians: the Tip O’Neills, the 
Ted Kennedys, the Mario Cuomos, and the like. 


Apart from Congressman Henry Hyde of Illinois, these 
conservatives seem to have few prominent fellow Catholics for 
whom to cheer. They have to settle for lapsed Catholics and 
Protestants, including some, like the president, who are divorced 
and remarried. 


WHAT IS worse, the Catholic politicians whom they can’t 
stand are often given grades of 90 or 95 on Catholic report cards; 
for while they may be “‘wrong’’ on funding for abortion, they are 
declared “‘right’’ on just about every other issue of foreign and 
domestic policy. 

The Catholic conservative finds this appalling, that a Catholic 
in public life who will not use his influence to curb or eliminate 
abortions can be applauded for supporting child care or the 
abolition of capital punishment. 


Abortion is not simply one issue of many, they argue, any 
more than persecution of the Jews was in Nazi Germany, or 
apartheid is in South Africa, or hunger is in Ethiopia and the 
Sudan. 


SOME ISSUES, they insist, have such overriding moral force 
that other issues do indeed recede in relative importance. 


The Catholic conservative’s case is not without merit. Those 
who dismiss one-issue politics when the issue is abortion are not 
above playing the game of one-issue politics when the issue is 
social security benefits, racial discrimination or nuclear 
disarmament. 


Irony of ironies, we have the newly-elected president of the 
National Organization for Women declaring that abortion will 
be at the top of her own political agenda as NOW looks toward 
the next elections. 


ABORTION IS an acceptable litmus test for candidates, 
therefore, when the issue is formulated in pro-choice terms. It is 
unfair, perhaps even un-American, on the other hand, to vote 
against a candidate simply because the candidate is pro-choice. 


But where does all this lead us? Not very far. We reach the 
usual impasse, with Catholic conservatives attacking Catholic 
politicians for not doing something about abortion, and with 
Catholic liberals defending those same politicians because of their 
positive record on other issues of social justice, human rights and 
peace. 


The conservative cannot understand how any Catholic can 
defend a Catholic politician whose record on abortion seems so 
clearly at odds with official Catholic teaching. 


AND THE liberal cannot understand how any Catholic can 
be allied with non-Catholic politicians who act and vote 
consistently against the principles of Catholic social doctrine. 


There is a way out of the impasse, but neither side seems ready 
to take it. 


That is, of course, the ‘‘seamless garment’’ approach adopted 
by the U.S. Catholic bishops and articulated so forcefully by 
Chicago’s Cardinal Joseph Bernardin in at least three major 
talks: at Fordham ‘University in December 1983, at St. Louis 
University in April 1984, and two months later at the National 
Right to Life Convention in Kansas City. 


THE COST of this approach for liberals in public life is high. 
A pro-life stance across the whole spectrum of social and political 
issues alienates a powerful one-issue constituency on the left. 
And they will receive no thanks for their effort from Catholic 
conservatives, who will continue to oppose them, often bitterly, 
on most of the other pro-life issues. 


The cost for conservatives, inside or outside public life, is even 
higher. A pro-life stance across the whole spectrum of social and 
political issues would not only alienate them from their usual 
political allies, but would compel them at the same time to 
revamp their entire political philosophy.

The following is the Vatican text of Pope John Paul II’s remarks ini 


English at his weekly general audience in St. Peter’s Square Sept. 25. 


Dear brothers and sisters, 


The context of our catechesis in this audience is a response to 
the fundamental question: ‘‘Who is God?’’ Our response is 
based on God’s self-revelation as contained in the Scriptures. It is 
characterized by the certitude of faith and by the intellect’s 
conviction enlightened by faith. 


When Moses received his mission from God at the foot of 
Mount Horeb, Moses asked God what was His name, and-God 
replied, “I am who am.”’ In the revelation of His name God 


asserts that He is ‘‘being’’ and also that He is the God of theg* YY 


covenant, the God who knows, loves and desires to draw all 
people to Himself. 


God’s initiative in loving and giving Himself to us as the God 
of the covenant is not limited to His meeting with Moses. Rather 
throughout the history of salvation He has repeatedly offered a 
covenant to man. In fact, in the perspective of salvation, we see 
how God has desired to establish a covenant with His people 
from the beginning of human history. 


Salvation is the communion of endless life with God. And all 
the covenants which God has sealed with man, after the sin of 
Adam, confirm the truth that God wills man’s salvation. By 
means of the covenants of the Old Testament, and even more in 


Jesus Christ who is the ‘‘new’’ and ‘‘eternal covenant,’’ we know@ | @ 


that God is always seeking us, that He desires to draw near to us, 
that He wants us to share in His divine nature.

Liturgical rites clarified 


Q: Can you explain the difference between the ‘“Latin’’ 
Mass, the ‘‘Tridentine’’ Mass and the ‘‘Lefebvrite’’ Mass? 
Which ones does the Church permit and which ones are 
forbidden? 


A: By ‘‘Latin Mass,’”’ most. people mean simply Mass 
celebrated in Latin. Today, a Mass celebrated in Latin would 
have to follow the liturgical rite as reformed by the Second 
Vatican Council and promulgated by Pope Paul VI. Generally 
speaking, Mass is to be offered in the common language of the 
people. For good reasons, however, a diocesan bishop may allow 
the Mass to be celebrated in Latin. However, the vast majority of 
Catholics really prefer the Mass celebrated in the vernacular and 
there is no wide-spread demand for Mass in Latin. 


The ‘‘Tridentine Mass’’ refers to the liturgical rite as it was 
celebrated prior to Vatican II. The ‘‘old’? Mass was promulgated 
by the Council of Trent, thus explaining the name 
(‘‘Tridentine’’). Since the reforms of Vatican II are universally 
binding, the Tridentine Mass has been suppressed and only the 
Vatican II liturgy has been permitted. However, on Oct. 3, 
1984, Pope John Paul II allowed a very limited use of the 
Tridentine ritual. Several legal norms were attached to this new 
permission. The most important norm says this: ‘“There must be 
unequivocal, even public evidence that the priest and people 
(celebrating the Tridentine Mass) have no ties with those who 
call into doubt the lawful force and doctrinal soundness of the 
Roman Missal promulgated in 1970 by Pope Paul VI.”’ In other 

- words, the Tridentine Mass may never be used as a sign of 
opposition to the reforms of Vatican II. 


The term ‘‘Lefebvrite Mass’’ usually refers to the liturgical 
practices of some groups of renegade Catholics who oppose the 
reforms of Vatican II. Obviously, anyone cooperating in this 
kind of liturgical abuse is committing a serious offense against 
both Church unity and Church discipline. Catholics should be 
very careful not to confuse the legitimate use of the Tridentine 

* liturgy with the illicit practices of renegade groups. If you have 
doubts concerning these liturgies, consult your parish priest.

Respecting later life 


We're all familiar with the situation. An elderly loved 
one clings to the too-big family home or too-crowded 
apartment, eats alone, doesn’t feel safe in getting out, 
begins to withdraw and focus on aches, pains and the 
past. Depression becomes a reality. 


‘It’s an inhuman existence,’’ emphasizes Father Frank 
Gold of Denver, who has come up with a better solution. 
‘‘We aren’t created to be isolated but to be community.” 


TO THAT end, he has developed L.1.F.E., Inc. which 
is now in its fifth year and may serve as a model for 
parishes and deaneries looking for a way to respect life in 
the setting as well as the dawning years of life. It is 
appropriate to tell his story during Respect Life Month. 


When Father Gold was a teenager, his grandmother 
died, leaving his grandfather alone with few skills to take 
care of himself. ‘‘Every night my brother or I would go 
over and make dinner and eat with him.”’ 


‘‘From witnessing his experience of loss and loneliness, 
I developed a love of working with the elderly. Later, as a 
priest working in three parishes, I discovered the great 
number of older homebound people living in isolation. I 
decided to do something about it besides bring them 
communion.”’ 


OUT OF this early effort of visiting the elderly, talking 
with them, and caring for their simple human needs, 
L.I.F.E., Inc. was born. It stands for Life, Independence 
and Freedom for the Elderly. 


It’s a simple concept. Father Gold invites volunteers 


from parishes who are willing to break down isolation by 
involving themselves in the care of the homebound 


elderly. These volunteers are trained in meeting the 


social, physical and transportation needs of the elderly. 


They drop in occasionally, maybe cook a meal, eat with 
their ‘‘family’’ friend, clean up the place, take them out 
once in awhile, and just generally become a gift of life to 
those who feel life is a memory. 


IN ADDITION, Father Gold holds monthly birthday 
parties, inviting and transporting as many as possible and 
honoring those with birthdays during the month. He 
publishes a newsletter with dates like birthdays and 
anniversaries so that supporters can send cards to the 
homebound. He and his volunteers offer shopping, 
counseling, companionship, personal care, meal 
preparation, light and heavy cleaning, and limited 
transportation. 


“‘The first time I asked for volunteers in three parish 


bulletins, I got 40 responses,’’ says Father Gold. ‘But , 


volunteers move or take on new responsibilities and it 
requires ongoing staff help. And that means salaries.”’ 


With his duties.as full-time hospital chaplain, Father 
Gold is frustrated in his efforts at fund-raising. ‘“We need 
an umbrella group to keep us going,’’ he said. ‘“‘We 
charge on a sliding scale for things like housecleaning, but 
every week we hear from new elderly who beg for care 
and community.” 


HE SIGHED. ‘“‘It’s so hard to say no but staff, 
postage, gas and counseling all cost. And we’re just plain 
strapped financially."'We aren’t even beginning to meet 
the needs we already have.”’ 


I offer this column for two reasons. First, many of you 
told me you wished I would write on how better to deal 
with the issue of older parents who live alone. This is a 
model of what can be done if parishes link up the needs of 
the elderly and the needs of the pre-elderly who need to be 
needed in a satisfying way. 


Secondly, are there any umbrella groups or individuals 
out there willing to keep L.I.F.E., Inc. open as a hope 
and model of life? For those interested in obtaining more 
information or making a donation, the address is 
L.I.F.E., Inc., 2626 Osceola, Denver, CO 80212.

A few weeks ago a television program featured a 
fundamentalist evangelistic convention and interviewed 
several of the main participants. I was reminded once 


again as I listened to the dogmatic statements about who. 


is or is not ‘‘saved,’’ of the response Jesus made in 
Mark’s Gospel when the apostles reported that ‘‘a man 
who is not of us’’ was acting in His name. ‘‘Anyone who 
is not against us is for us,’’ Jesus responded. I wondered 
what He would say to the judgmental and condemnatory 
remarks made at that convention regarding those who 
were finding their way to God through other churches and 
beliefs than those approved by the participants. 


It is not easy to know the mind of God — even when 
one has spent years in the.study and contemplation of the 
Scriptures. Our own prejudices and egocentricity have a 
way of distorting the way we see other people. 
Particularly those who may not agree with what we hold 
dear — or sacred. 


ACCORDING TO Mark, Jesus went on to deliver the 
well-known and, I think, frequently misunderstood 
exhortation to cut off or pluck out any bodily members 
that might offend us. It is a great passage to quote at 
people we disapprove of and can give a marvelous feeling 
of self-righteousness, but I doubt that it is applied with 
such evangelistic vigor to ourselves. If it were, there 
would be a lot of tongueless and thoughtless people 
around!

Ins and Outs

It was a piece on the ABC World News. Since it was 
Sunday, somebody thought they needed a “religious” 
item, so they devoted five minutes to a new game called, 
‘A Question of Scruples.’’ Created in Canada, it has sold 
as well as ‘‘Trivial Pursuit.’’ It presents ethical (moral) 
questions to a group of players. There is no board; there 
are no right or wrong answers, and very few rules. A case 
is presented about a person in a moral dilemma. A course 
of action has to be taken, which has ethical implications. 
It is up to the participants to come up with — not 
solutions — but at least their answers. The winner is the 
one who can best predict what answers the others will 
give. What it does is allow each person to put himself in 
that situation and say what he would do. The issues are 
major and minor; they have some dimensions about 
behavior, action, which involve others. It is said that 
young adults are enthusiastic players. 


Why not? What ‘‘Scruples’’ is, is a variation on the 
type of moral courses offered in the pre-Vatican II 
seminaries. The seminarian would find in his textbook, or 
on his exam, the following: Titius and Bertha (since 
moral theologians never married, they are not successful 
at picking names for their characters) are married. In the 
course of time, Bertha becomes pregnant. During that 
pregnancy, Bertha discovers she may have a tumor. Her 


did not expect anyone to go about mutilating themselves. 
He certainly did not intend anyone to mutilate someone 
else in His name. The directives He offered us were 
always personal, meant for us to apply to ourselves. 
Although He insisted that we have a responsibility to one 
another, He made it quite clear that judgment of a 
person’s worthiness or standing in God’s eyes was not our 
prerogative. 


We are a competitive race. We like to be applauded and 
rewarded when we do things right and well. We also feel it 
only right that those who do not do well should suffer 
some kind of penalty. It seems only fair. But when you 
look at it from the other end of the perspective, it may 
seem more just to allow success to be its own reward and 
concentrate more on aid and incentives to those who are 
slower to achieve it. 


FROM THE spiritual perspective, where success 
means coming into closer unity with God, there is no real 
measure that we can validly apply. It is all a matter of 
degree. People we may think saintly, others we may find 
cold and unloving. Those we consider irredeemable 
sinners may fight a lonely struggle that endears them to 
God. Appearances are very often misleading and only 
God knows the heart of men and women. 


It seems to me to be a contradiction of all that 
Christianity stands for when one church or group of 
believers flatly denies the possibility of salvation to 
another. We may point to contradictions of Scripture or

doctor says that she will require a series of x-rays to 
determine whether the tumor is serious. But the doctor 
warns her that the x-rays may deform the child in her 
body. What should Bertha do? The seminarian was to 
give his answer, based on moral laws. You see, it was not 
guesswork nor opinion. The seminarian has been taught a 
set of moral principles, e.g., never perform an action to 
obtain a minor good, where the principal result of such 
action will be evil. Suppose Bertha above was carrying not 
Titius’ child, but that of another man. Suppose she 
willingly accepted the x-ray treatment to also get rid of 
that child! The seminarian had to know those moral 
principles and their applications. His answer was judged 
on how he applied them. 


WHY ARE young people so interested in this game? 
Because it is interesting and relates to them, but it also 
asks them to think. A number of priests (this author 
among them) used those moral cases some years ago ina 
high school CCD program. The students came together 
and the priest in charge presented a case, and then taught 
-the moral principles at issue. He did not solve the case, 
but suggested how these moral laws were involved in it. 
For the next half hour, the students broke into small 
groups, and each had a chance to suggest his answer as to 
what he would do in the situation. At the end, each group 


theological conclusions, and warn of the possibility of 
error, but we really cannot categorically declare whether 
or not God has accepted them into His heart. Since it is 
certain He desires all people to enter into His Kingdom 
with Him, who are we — ministers or not — to suggest 
that His plan is so conveniently frustrated? 


An African peasant once asked me how it could be that 
there were so many Christian churchs all thinking they 
were the ‘‘one, true church.’’ How can this be and why is 
there not just one Christian church, he asked? It was not 
an easy question to answer and perhaps my explanation 
was inadequate. In any event, he pondered my reply and 
then said, ‘‘Well, this cannot be a good religion if there is 
so much division and suspicion in it.’’ I thought then of 
what Jesus said about scandalizing the ‘“‘little ones’’ and 
wondered how many millstones are waiting for us. 


WE CHRISTIANS have a tremendous responsibility 
to present a true reflection of Christ in the way we think 
and speak. We need to temper our enthusiasm for the 
‘‘sheep and goats’’ passages of Scripture with those of the 
woman taken in adultery (neither do I condemn you) and 
the repeated pleas to ‘‘be at peace with one another.’’ We 
are by no means sinless enough to cast stones and there is 
little virtue in stock-piling them against that day. 


All my life I have found cause for gratitude that it is 
God and not my fellow-human beings I have to please and’ 
render an account of myself. His love and forgiveness are 
certain to temper justice and let me come to Him, 
unworthy as always. : 


reported back. One ‘‘official’’ solution was presented by 
the priest as to what might be the right thing to do. The 
young people enjoyed this method of teaching and took it 
very seriously. 


It is no secret that in the United States, CCD for high 
school students is a shambles. It’s difficult to get the 
young to come to classes. Everybody’s competing for 
their time. They are bored by the vague, undirected: 
lessons presented in high school texts. The presentation of 
moral cases in line with the above might be one way to 
keep their interest. Or at least they might play “A 
Question of Scruples.’’ The name ‘‘Scruples,’’ however, 
may not be appropriate. Scruples occur when you make 
some small issue into a véry big one, where it becomes 
obsessive, bothersome, and interferes with reasonable 
decisions. Scruples may not be the issue in our country 
today, for very few of our leaders, opinion and news 
makers have any scruples about anything. The main 
“‘ethical’’ principle seems to be, get yourself out of any 
difficulty, any way you can, for that is the ‘‘morality’’ of 
the day. ; 

Good luck to the game, ‘‘A Question of Scruples,”’ 
which may now bring back ethical cases to be discussed on 
the basis of solid moral principles. These, once part of 
Catholic teaching, we threw out as old-fashioned and 
outmoded. 
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Ethiopia relief efforts working, camps emptying

NEW YORK (NC) — Famine relief 


efforts in Ethiopia are now working ‘‘very 
effectively’’ and refugee camp 
populations have dropped dramatically, 
according to Bishop Daniel P. Reilly, 
chairman of the board of Catholic Relief 
Services. 


Bishop Reilly, of Norwich, Conn., 
returned Sept. 25 from a_ 10-day 
inspection trip to areas hit by drought and 
famine in Ethiopia. 

“I RETURN with a great deal of 
respect for everyone involved in this 
effort. There’s nothing like seeing things 
on the spot to get an appreciation of the 
magnitude and the complexity of the 
problems as well as the effectiveness with 
which they are being handled,’’ Bishop 
Reilly said. 

Bishop Reilly traveled to Ethiopia with 
Bishop John J. Snyder of St. Augustine, 
Fla., and Auxiliary Bishop John E. 
McCarthy of Galveston-Houston. CRS 
senior director for Africa William 
Schaufele accompanied the bishops on the 


. fact-finding tour. 


Bishop Reilly reported 80,000 metric 
tons of food are now flowing into Ethiopia 
monthly from all donors. CRS provides 
18,000 tons of that total each month. 
Other food donors include individual 
nations, international organizations and 
private voluntary organizations. 


" “CRS HAS a far-reaching role in this 
overall operation since it is the major 
agency through which U.S. food comes 
into the country,”’ the bishop said. 


The bishop also reported ‘‘refugee 
camp populations are down dramatically. 
People are going back to the land to start 
farming again.’’ He added there are still 
50,000 to 60,000 refugees in camps, but 
that is a drop from a high of 250,000 a few 
months ago. 


Ethiopia still needs massive imports of 
food for at least the next year, he said. ‘‘If 
we don’t provide food at the same level as 
at present, we can have a recurrence of 
the disastrous suffering that we had in the 
past. 

“FROM DECEMBER 1985 through 
December 1986 at least 1 million tons 
food from all donor sources will be 


needed. That means the CRS share 
should be about 250 metric tons.’’ 
Bishop Reilly said the U.S. 


government has not announced any 
decision about new food allotments for 
Ethiopia. The problem is complicated 
because. the Ethiopian government has 
embarked on a resettlement program that 
some critics say forces drought and 
famine victims to move from _ their 
traditional homes against their will to new’ 
areas, 


“We were told by United Nations 
representatives in Ethiopia most donor 
nations are going to continue feeding 
people in these new areas,’’ Bishop Reilly 
said. ‘‘But the U.S. government is totally 
against doing so. That presents a 
problem, since CRS gets its food from the 
U.S. government.’’ : 


THE BISHOP indicated CRS will be 
discussing the matter with U.S. officials

Abortion ruling

We were surprised and defeated. 
We have survived. 
We shall overcome. 
With the 1973 Supreme Court decision in Roe v. Wade, 
the United States was presented with the most radical 
abortion law. in the world. 


Who was the ‘‘we’’ who were surprised and defeated? 
The ‘‘we’’ were most of us who believe in a government 
of laws, not of men exercising raw power; who believe in 
the traditional values of our country, among which 
innocent human life ranks high; who indeed prize human 
life from its inception. 


‘“WE’’ COULD not reasonably have anticipated that 
a disaster such as Roe v. Wade could occur. Hence we were 
surprised. We could not prevent the massive social 
damage caused by its occurrence. Hence we were 
defeated. 


Who is the ‘‘we’’ now? Not of course the more than 
15,000,000 unborn children whose lives were taken in the 
womb. The ‘‘we’’ who have survived are the rest of us. 
We have survived and with us our country and its 
institutions, mutilated though these are. 


We who have survived shall overcome. Why? 


© Those who defend the right of abortion cannot bear 
that what they defend should be considered the taking of 
human life. They will not be content until we — the 
“‘we’’ that is the rest of the country — agree that their 
actions are beneficial, reasonable, right. So conflict is 
inevitable. Each push against our vital values stimulates a 
vigorous response. These vigorous responses will result 
ultimately in the overcoming of Roe v. Wade. 


e The hardest barrier for the pro-life movement to 
cross has been that erected by the media. The media 
treatment of the controversy between Geraldine Ferraro 
and Archbishop O’Connor, while slanted to present 
Ferraro as a feminist heroine, made the media say more 
than had been their custom about abortion in America. 
President Reagan, in the presidential debates, kept the 
subject alive. Then came the bombings, a frightening 
collision between the fruits of raw power and raw outrage, 
which shocked the media into due attention. Newsweek 
ran a cover story on abortion which, for the first time, 
attempted to be fair to the pro-life position. The Wall 
Street Journal ran a column finding the leader of the 
Moral Majority more persuasive on abortion than the 
leader of Planned Parenthood. The media barrier had 
cracked. 


e Political leadership — Ronald Reagan is the first 
President clearly to condemn the decision (Roe v. Wade) 
and to act by appointing a Justice critical of the decision. 
He has also banned from the receipt of federal funds 
private agencies promoting abortion abroad. He has 
taken the extraordinary step for a sitting president of 
authoring a book, Abortion and the Conscience of the 
Nation. 


e Example — the President is setting an example. A 
married couple spend their Saturday mornings exercising 
their First Amendment right of peaceful protest to picket a 
Planned Parenthood clinic that does abortions. Another

With such examples 
of devotion and compassion, hearts are sure to be 
converted. 


© Conversions are occurring. Women Exploited by 
Abortion is a nationwide group of women who have 
suffered abortion and are able to testify to their 
abhorrence of what they have experienced. The most 
public of all converts is Bernard Nathanson who once 
presided over the largest abortion clinic in the world. Now 
passionately dedicated to the defense of life in the womb, 
he has made a movie, The Silent Scream, that depicts the 
course of an abortion. These converts testify to the evil of 
the experience they now regret and reject. 


¢ Human experience is in the end on the side of life. 
For centuries the law stood as a shield protecting the 
defenseless unborn against the impulse of the moment or 
the calculation of seekers of profit. The American 
aberration of the last 12 years will be overcome as 
attention to human experience, ancient and recent, 
negative and positive, shows the shield to be still essential.

Annual respect life 
message demands 
‘consistent ethic’ 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Real respect for life 
demands a ‘‘consistent ethic’’ covering all aspects of life, 
said the U.S. bishops’ Committee for Pro-Life Activities 
in its introduction to this year’s national Catholic 
‘*Respect Life’’ program. 


This, the committee said, means not only ending 
‘‘whatever directly threatens life, such as war, abortion 
and euthanasia,’’ but also fighting ‘‘obstacles to the 
proper enjoyment of life — hunger, poverty, disease, 


. inequity and ignorance.”’ 


CHAIRING THE committee is Cardinal Joseph L. 
Bernardin of Chicago, whose ‘‘seamless garment of life’’ 
speeches have drawn national attention over the past two 
years. 


‘‘This approach has been both praised and criticized, 
used and abused,’’ the committee said. ‘‘Often it has 
been misinterpreted or misrepresented — both by its 
defenders and its critics.’’ 


Some who praised the approach have hoped the 
emphasis on the whole range of life issues would mean 
lower church visibility on abortion, while many anti- 
abortion activists have criticized it for the same reason, 
fearing it would mean a de-emphasis of abortion, the 
committee said. 


NOTHING COULD be further from our intention,”’ 
it commented. A basic point of the argument, the bishops 
said, is that if people lose respect for unborn life or 
become careless about euthanasia, ‘‘we have no reason to

believe that there will be much respect for life in 
between.”’ 


Respect Life Sunday observances in Catholic parishes 
across the nation, were released in mid-August by the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops. 


The Respect Life programs, originally intended by the 
bishops as a weeklong observance each year in Catholic 
parishes, was begun in 1972. In many places the 
observance was extended to a month or more, and the 
resource materials are intentionally flexible to allow for 
variety in the development of local programs. 


AN UPDATE on abortion in America and a study of 
the famine in Ethiopia are among features in the 1985 
program resources. 


Also featured are an analysis of American attitudes 
toward children, a study on the challenges of building a 
Christian community in a time of rapid cultural changes, 
and a look at growing acceptance of ‘‘rational’’ suicide as 
possibly the next major challenge to the pro-life 
movement.

The right to eat is one of the most critical of human 
rights today because of the massive number of lives 
claimed daily by malnutrition. The great irony of the 
hunger problem is that while the world produces enough 
grain to provide each man, woman and child on earth 
with a daily diet of 3,000 calories, more than one billion 
people are chronically undernourished. 


‘At the height of the Ethiopian famine, more than 10 
million lives were unnecessarily threatened with 
extinction; more than 900,000 people perished. The 
drought and famine so publicized in Ethiopia have also 
affected 29 other Sub-Saharan nations. Africa is the only 
part of the world that grows less food per capita today 
than it did 20 years ago. The World Bank estimates that 
200 million people, or 45 percent of Africa’s population, 
eat fewer calories per day than are, by U.N: standards, 
necessary for a survival diet. 


THIS DRAMA of hunger, poverty and dependence is 
not limited to Africa. Consider that: 

® More than half the world’s population live on 
incomes of less than $500 per year. 

© 15 to 20 million people die each year — 20 every 
minute — of hunger-related causes. Three out of every 
four are children. 

© In 83 countries of the world three percent of the 
landowners control 80 percent of the land. 

@ The United States, Western Europe, Japan and 
Australia consume 70 percent of the world’s grains. Most 
of that to feed beef and dairy cattle. 

e Thirty six of the world’s poorest countries export 
crops to North America. 

© One-half of one percent of one year’s world military 
expenditures would pay for all the farm equipment 
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Tragedy, opportunity in Ethiopian famine 


needed to increase food production and approach self- 


sufficiency in food-deficit, low-income countries by 1990. 


The Ethiopian and wider African famine captured the 
attention of millions of concerned Amercians. Catholic 


Relief Services alone has received donations in excess of 


$40 million for its work in Africa from individuals, 
corporations, foundations, schools, civic and community 


groups — an unprecedented level for an organization of 


this kind. Other private agencies have had similar 
experiences. 


As we confront the questions of justice, human rights, 
and respect for life, we face a newly perceived problem: 
fulfilling the demands of justice cannot be met by simply 
producing more. A critical illustration of this is the 
presence of hunger in a world of adequate resources. A 
more equitable distribution of resources and decision- 
making power to ensure minimum standards of decent 
living for the poor must be part of the solution. 


BOTH THE problem of hunger and its solution are 
complex. Solutions are attainable, but will only be 
achieved through a sustained and patient effort on the 
part of both the developing and developed nations. 
Starvation and malnutrition can be eliminated. Personal 
commitment to action through prayer, sacrifice, 
almsgiving and political involvement is the key.

Suicide: the next pro-life frontier

Suicide is the third leading cause of death among 
adolescents and the rate of suicide, particularly among 
teenagers, is increasing at an alarming rate. American 
attitudes towards suicide, however, remain ambivalent. 


At the same time, there is increasing clamor for 
acceptance of suicide as a ‘‘rational’’ choice, particularly 
-for terminally-ill and handicapped persons. ‘‘Self- 
deliverance’ societies have advocated this stance by 
publishing manuals with detailed ‘‘recipes’’ for lethal 
poisons. ‘‘Suicide pacts’’ have been publicized. There are 
organizations striving to create social and moral 
acceptance for suicide and a legal right to assist at suicide. 


ALL OF these factors are converging to shape public 
policy and attitudes in the United States and to challenge 
the traditional attitude of opposition to suicide. That 
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attitude is currently reflected in laws which make assisting 
at suicide a crime in most states in America as well as in 
most countries of the world. 


Suicide has been decriminalized in most jurisdictions 
because it is recognized that victims of failed suicide 
attempts do not deserve punishment, but rather, need 
assistance. However, prohibition against assisting suicide 
still exists in most states. It is these laws which are likely to 
come under attack by advocates of ‘‘rational’’ suicide. 


If a right to suicide or to assist at suicide were found in 
the Constitution or created by legislatures, individuals 
and groups would interfere with a potential suicide only at 
their own peril —, having first reconciled themselves to a 
potential suit by the would-be suicide for a breach of his 
or her civil rights. 


BY CREATING a constitutional right to suicide, the 
help potential suicides need so badly would be effectively 
prevented. There would be no legal way to help the 
thousands of would-be suicides by first interfering with 
their suicide attempt and then assisting them to solve their 
problems.

What do we think of children? What value does 
American society place on the child? Seemingly simple 
questions to which one might expect forthright answers. 
Yet clear answers seem to elude us. 


Perhaps because there are at least two contrasting 
beliefs abroad in the land. The first sees humanity in 
terms of common concerns and commitments. The child 
is a member of the most basic of all human communities, 
the family, and is the embodiment of the history of the 
past and the hope for the future. Parents see a child as an 


- extension of themselves. They look forward to a new baby 


with anticipation and joy. 

THE OTHER school, more in vogue today, focuses 
on the individual, isolated or estranged, responsible to 
and for nobody but him or herself. Such individualism ‘is 
an expression of self-centeredness — it corrodes altruism, 
limits generosity, and induces the most selfish attitudes 
toward childbearing and childrearing. 


Evidence indicates that American attitudes toward 
children are at best ambivalent and at worst antagonistic. 
Samuel Preston has shown that money allocated for the 
benefit of children has either failed to keep pace with other 
items in the public budget or has been seriously cut back. 
In such an environment there is little organized 
commitment to caring for other people’s children. 
Furthermore, as contraception, sterilization and abortion 
have come to be regarded as private choices, the sense of 
social responsibility for parents and children has been 
eroded. ; 

As public funds are increasingly used to prevent or 
destroy life, and thus hold down public assistance costs, 
how does society provide for its long-range future? How 
do we show that we care about our collective future if we 
fail to provide the resources necessary for future 
generations?

LIFE BEFORE BIRTH — For unborn children, the 
struggle is to be born. It’s a natural process, but one 
which can be cut short by those who should love the 
child most. More than 1,500,000 unborn children are 
destroyed by abortion in the United States every year. 
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WHILE SUCH questions are the concern of society 
itself, they are perhaps especially pertinent — and 
answerable — within the Christian community. 


Christianity has always preserved a high appreciation 
of the value of the child. Moreover, against a cultural 
tradition that did not always recognize the independent 
nature and rights of children, Jesus gave children a new 
and high status. In his relationship with children, Jesus 
acknowledged their openness, humility and trust as the 
qualities that prepare one for the Kingdom. The child is 
not only the child of his or her parents. Every child is a 
child of God. 


At the same time, children are the most vulnerable 
members of the human family because they are 
dependent upon adults for food, shelter, health care, 
education and opportunity. While in earlier times families 
struggled to meet the needs of children, we know today 
that many such needs require a commitment on the part 
of society and a corresponding allocation of societal 
resources. In recent years the concern about children’s 
needs has led to worldwide discussions of children’s 
rights. 


THE RIGHT to life begins at conception and 
embraces the entire process of human growth and 
development. The constantly increasing incidence of 
abortion and the growing social and legal acceptance of 
terminating the life of handicapped infants show that the 
child needs special protection, before as well as after birth. 


Every child has a right to a stable family environment 
in which he or she is accepted as a person and given the 
love, affection, human support and recognition necessary 
for human growth and development. 


Every child has the right to the means necessary for 
proper development. Recognition of the special needs of 
children and non-discrimination in meeting these needs is 
a global responsibility. 


THE TIME has come for all of society to affirm its 
belief in the value and significance of children and the 
contributions they make to the human family. When the 
child is appreciated as the promise of a new and peace- 
filled future, new motivation will be given to the global 
quest for peace, harmony and security. It is then also that 
the life of every human being from conception to natural 
death will be respected and sustained.

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No other teaching 
on abortion exists, 
committee says 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Dissent from the Catholic 
Church’s teaching on abortion ‘‘can in no way be seen as 
legitimate teaching,’’ said a statement issued in 
Washington by the Committee for Pro-Life Activities of 
the National Conference of Catholic Bishops. 


The committee issued the statement. to coincide with 
Respect Life Sunday to be observed Oct. 6 in dioceses 
across the country. 


‘“‘A CATHOLIC who chooses to dissent from the 
church’s teaching on abortion, or to support dissent from 
it, is dissenting not only from church law but from a 
higher law which the church seeks to observe and teach,”’ 
the statement said. 


‘‘Much has been made lately of statements by persons 
who, emphasizing they are Catholics, assert that they are 
not bound by what the church says about abortion. 

“In reply we wish to make a very simple point: the 
church’s teaching in this matter is binding not only 
because the church says so, but because this teaching 


expresses the objective demands placed on all of us by the 


inherent dignity of human life.”’ 


ALTHOUGH THE committee statement did not 
mention it specifically, last year a controversial ad 
appeared in The New York Times in which the 97 
Catholics who signed it said there was more than one 
‘Jegitimate Catholic position’? on the morality of 
abortion. 


The ad, published in The Times Oct. 7, 1984, became 
the source of a highly publicized, ongoing conflict in the 
U.S. church after a Vatican agency ordered the men and 
women Religious who signed it to recant. The three 
priests and 24 nuns received Vatican orders to recant or 
face expulsion from their communities. 


At least two of the nuns say they have been cleared, but 
the cases of most are still pending. The three male 
Religious — two brothers and a priest — publicly 
affirmed their adherence to church teaching on abortion 
shortly after the Vatican order and apparently were 
cleared. i 


_IN THEIR statement for Respect Life Sunday, the 
bishops also said those who say the abortion controversy 
requires one to choose between the rights of women and 
the rights of the unborn have ‘‘a misunderstanding of the 
Christian message.” : 
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CARE FOR CAREGIVERS — Mothers, too, need care, 
respect and acceptance so that they in turn can give 


to their children. While society itself has a 
responsibility to care for women and children, the 
Christian community has a special role to play. If we 
shirk our responsibility, there is no one to make it up 
for us, no one to contribute what we have to 
contribute. 


“‘Christian love extends to all God’s children without 
limit or exception,’’ the statement said. ‘‘It does not 
mean choosing one over the other, but loving all and 
treating all with respect. 


“We therefore stand with the child who has no voice of 
his or her own, and we also stand with the woman facing 
problems in pregnancy, doing all we can to provide her 
with effective morally acceptable assistance.’’ 


RESPECT LIFE Sunday, observed each year on the 
first Sunday of October, marks the official opening of the 
annual Respect Life program. The NCCB Committee for 
Pro-Life Activities distributes materials to help parishes, 
schools and church-related organizations promote the 
year-long program. 


Cardinal Joseph Bernardin of Chicago is the chairman 
of the committee.

Those who support the right to suicide and the right to 
assist at suicide generally emphasize two basic themes. 
First, they maintain that life itself is not an absolute good, 
but only one among a series of goods from which all 
human beings make choices. 


The second argument is that society has no right to 
prohibit suicide because it is a matter which solely 
concerns the person choosing to take his or her own life. 


BETWEEN 1969 and 1979, deaths from suicide in the 
United States increased approximately 22 percent. Most 
of the increase was attributable to a drastic rise in the 
suicide rate for those aged 15 to 24. Suicides in this age 
group increased 74 percent among males and 33. percent 
among females. In 1981 alone, 5,600 young men and 
women under age 25 took their own lives. 


One researcher has identified three conditions present 
in virtually every suicide: abnormal self-hatred, a 
negative mental attitude, and a narrow constriction of the 
mind which allows the person to see only the unbearable 
difficulty and only one means of escape. 


Those who enjoy sound mental health can debate the 
merits of the suicide ethic in a detached fashion. But those 
afflicted by numbing self-hatred and despair may grasp 
onto the suicide ethic as the encouragement they need to 
resolve their pain through self-destruction. 


MUCH AS the proponents of abortion did 20 years 
ago, proponents of suicide are attempting to lead the legal 
system away from a position of respect for the intrinsic 
value of all human life. In 1973 we were told by the 
Supreme Court that the life of the unborn was not 
“‘meaningful’’ because it could not exist without the 
mother’s support. In the 1980s, we increasingly hear that 
the lives of the handicapped, the terminally ill, the victims 
of Alzheimers’ disease and the chronically depressed are 
not meaningful because they are dependent on others for 
basic means of support. In a society which glories in 
individual material achievement, such an ethic has a way 
of creeping into the public consciousness so that its 
presence is not detected until it has been successful in 
altering public policy.

We also have the clear and constant teaching of the 
Church that each and every human being is made in the 
image and likeness of God Himself, 


What of the woman with an “‘unwanted’’ pregnancy? 
She is pregnant with a baby she thinks she doesn’t want or 
can’t handle, and she lives in a society that tells her it is 
perfectly acceptable to get rid of it. Who will tell her 
otherwise? Who will stand for another value? The 
Christian community must offer that value, based on the 
teaching of Our Lord. Our care must be advanced 
through preaching and teaching, but most especially, it 
must be advanced through demonstrated action. 


WHILE ALL of society has a responsibility to care for 
women and children, the Christian community has a 
special role to play. Throughout history God has called 
his people to meet the needs of the time. Often we are 
called in strange ways. Like St. Paul, some of us are 
knocked off our horses. We are busy about many things 
and God finds a way to tell us that he needs something 
different from us. 


Some of us are like Jeremiah. We complain the whole 
time! Although we anguish and worry, we do respond to 
God’s call, often not liking it, and sometimes suffering 
greatly because of it. 


Others of us are like Isaiah. God speaks to us and says, 
‘‘Whom shall I send?’’ and we say, ‘‘Here I am, send 
me,’’ not really knowing what is involved. We have little 
more to offer Him than a willingness to try and do His 
will. 


IT IS estimated that more than 12 million women in 
the United States have had abortions. Suiciders 
Anonymous reports that in a two-year period, out of 
4,000 women who had attempted suicide and contacted 
their hotline, 1,800 of them had had a previous abortion. 
This is only one indication of the pain that is present in 
American society. 

Much of that pain is undetected and unknown. Healing 


and reconciliation can only occur in a loving setting and it 
is within the Christian community that the setting can be 


best provided. 


Will our love for one another be reflected in our words 
and actions? Will we welcome into our communities those 
who are hurting? Will we go forward from our Christian 
communities to affect less loving segments of society? Will 
we create a society in which women will not choose 
abortion because it makes no sense to them — because 
they know there is a clear alternative and that: caring 
people stand willing and able to support that alternative? 
Will we influence society to offer loving support to women 
and children? 


WE CAN do these things. And I believe we will do 
them. God will lead each individual to his or her place of 
service. We need only to respond to his call.

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Church begins long-term aid 
for Mexico’s quake victims

Catholic officials emphasized long-term 
relief for thousands left homeless and 
jobless as Mexico began recovering from 
earthquakes which killed more than 5,000 
people. 

Mexican church officials spoke of the 
need for’ rehabilitation and 
reconstruction. Bishop Rene H. Gracida 
of Corpus Christi, Texas, chairman of 
Catholic Relief Services’ Committee for 
Latin America, noted that the 
‘immediate needs’’ of the people have 
been ‘‘well taken care of.’’ 


BISHOP LEO T. Maher asks local 
residents to “‘remember the suffering of 
those who lost loved ones in Mexico 
City.’ He hopes everyone will support 
SHARE’s Mexico City relief efforts by 
donating food and clothing to that 
organization. 


The St.Vincent de Paul Center is 
working on providing purified drinking 
water to Mexico City’s residents, Bishop 
Maher said. SHARE and St. Vincent’s 
will need help to transport donated items 
to the quake-stricken Mexican capital. 


“Since over one million people (in 
Mexico) are out of work and their needs 
will be many over a period of time,”’ 
Bishop Maher hopes area residents will 
continue to support Mexico’s earthquake 
victims. 


IN WASHINGTON, D.C., a Catholic 
University of America professor who has 
studied natural disasters said it will take 
Mexicans years to recover from long-term 
emotional effects of the Sept. 19 and 20 
quakes. 


At a press conference Sept. 26, the 
directors of the Mexican Catholic 
bishops’ Episcopal Commission on 
Pastoral Work and Auxiliary Bishop 
Genaro Alamilla Arteaga of Mexico City 
outlined the church’s program, which is 
to be carried out with the help of a 
specially established Catholic Assistance 
Fund.

If Catholic liberals were to conform 
their position on abortion with that of the 
bishops, it would mean for most of them 
an adjustment, let us say, of five percent.

EIGHT RELIEF centers set up by the 
church after the first quake were part of 
that aid, he said.

Gonzalez, was in the area of ‘“‘spiritual 
reflection,’’ continuing 
religious. services and counseling to the 
people. 

The third stage will be in ‘‘designing 
an overall strategy for rehabilitation and 
reconstruction in collaboration with other 
groups.”’ 

ACCORDING TO the president of the 
commission’s board of directors, Eduardo 
Breton Aspe, the Catholic Assistance 
Fund already had received pledges 


totaling $850,000 by late September. 


Among contributions already received, 
said Breton, were: $200,000 from the 
U.S. bishops, presented Sept. 25 by 
Cardinal Bernard Law of Boston; 
$100,000 donated by Pope John Paul II; 
and $400,000 from the Pontifical Council 
Cor Unum, which promotes Christian and 
human progress. 


““We already: have designs for 
community health centers,’’ said Father 
Gonzalez. “‘In addition to giving medical 
attention, they will also help in finding 
solutions to housing and work 
problems.”’ 


THOSE WHO have lost single-family 
homes in the poorest areas of the city have 
said the government will provide free 
labor and rebuilding, but no building 
materials. According to Breton, 
providing building materials is within the 
scope of the commission’s work. 


Bishop Gracida said relief efforts 
should focus on the ‘‘thousands upon 
thousands’’ of Mexicans who have been 
left homeless.

‘““OUR PROPOSAL to the board of 
directors of CRS will be to cooperate 
with...local organizations in rapidly 
developing plans for the construction of 
temporary housing,’’ Bishop Gracida 
said at a Sept. 25 press conference. 


The bishop said he was ‘‘overcome by 
the magnitude of the tragedy’’ and by 
seeing buildings that had collapsed ‘‘like a 
stack of pancakes.’’ 


A spokeswoman for CRS said Sept. 30 
that the agency had increased its 
allocation from $50,000 to $150,000 
based on initial reports of the staff visit. 


SOON AFTER the quakes, parishes in 
the American Southwest, where historical 
and ethnic ties to Mexico are strong, 
began taking collections for the 
earthquake victims: On Sept. 20, 


Archbishop Roger Mahony of Los 
Angeles sent $100,000 for relief to 
Cardinal Ernesto Corripio Ahumada of 
Mexico City. Archbishop Mahony asked 
parishes for additional funds. 


The Diocese of Phoenix, Ariz., had 
raised $67,000 after one weekend’s 
collection, and Bishop Thomas J. 
O’Brien said the money would be turned 
over to CRS. The Diocese of Austin, 
Texas, presented $75,000 for relief to 
Cardinal Corripio.

Saints differ from one to another, just 
as human character varies from brother to 
sister. Grace enhances and ennobles 
nature. So in each saint, one beholds 
natural basic character elevated by grace. 


A person’s position in life does much to 
determine the emphasis on particular 
virtues. A missionary on a barbarous 
frontier, introducing Christianity to an 
alien civilization, will not be remembered 
for practicing the identical virtues 
exemplified in the life of a cloistered 
Carmelite nun in faraway Spain. 


FRAY JUNIPERO Serra worked out 
his salvation under a_ bureaucratic 
government, where the state ruled the 
Church in most external matters. He had 
to function in an uncultured society, but 
this he did by choice. 


Half of Serra’s adult life was spent in 
educational work. He was a professor of 
theology subject to ecclesial,. civil and 
military control who somehow managed 
to succeed on the frontier. 


Serra was and remains a public figure. 
He had to deal with illiterate Indians and 
rough soldiers, yet he was able to win the

attention of governors, viceroys and 
kings. So forceful was his impact that 
today his image stands on the grounds of 
the state capitol at Sacramento and in 
Statuary Hall at Washington, D.C.

EXTERNAL PROMINENCE 
however, is not sufficient grounds for 
beatification. It merely portrays Serra as 
an eminent personage with a successful 
career. Candidates for sainthood must 
practice, to an heroic degree, the virtues 
of faith, hope, charity and humility, as 
well as the cardinal virtues of prudence, 
justice, temperance and fortitude. 


Serra’s written words and personal 
actions had to be scrutinized and 
appraised in view of his particular 
vocation as priest, religious, evangelizer 
and government servant. Fortunately, the 
friar’s life is an open book. It is precisely 
because so much is known about him that 
so much had to be considered. 


When Serra’s biographer wrote and 
published the first life of the friar, he 
added to it a schema of his virtues, 
evidently believing that one day Serra 
might be considered for sainthood. 
Though well-written, the testimony of 
one man, who knew Serra for over forty 


years, was insufficient. The views of . 
_ others needed to be considered. 


ACTUALLY, MUCH of the evidence 
subsequently gathered outshines the 


account of Fray Francisco Palou. One 
person for example had written to Spain 
that ‘‘all said openly that the man was a 
saint and that his actions were those of an 
apostle.’’ 


The monumental testimony presented 
to the Sacred Congregation for Saints in 
the 620 page Summarium and its lengthy 
supplementary volume indicates that in 
life, at death and ever since there has been 
an unending chorus of encomium 
concerning Fray Junipero Serra’s worth- 
iness for beatification. 


The late Father Maynard Geiger once 
wrote that “‘Serra is on trial. His own 
doctoral examination in Palma was a 
picnic compared to this. Finally all roads 
lead to Rome. Serra made many voyages 
and journeys and he may find this 
journey to Rome the longest, the most 
difficult and fatiguing of them all.”’ 


OF COURSE, Serra will always be the 
Serra of the history books and the Serra of 
the household phrase. But once he is 
given the honor of the altar, he would be 
officially called ‘‘Blessed’’ and _ later 
“‘Saint’’ Junipero. 


Health care should be ministry, not industry, bishop says

NEW YORK (NC) — Auxiliary 
Bishop Joseph Sullivan of Brooklyn 
warned Catholic hospital administrators 
Sept. 23 against a national trend to turn 
health care into a business. 


For Catholics, Bishop Sullivan said, 
health care is ‘‘not an industry but a 
ministry,’’ and hospitals are places for 


offering ‘‘hospitality’’ in accordance with 
the teachings of Jesus. 


HE SAID that in the interest of 
controlling costs the federal government 
has come to favor reliance on ‘‘free 
market principles’’ and ‘‘entrepreneurial 
skills.’’ But he said the business approach 
involves policies that contradict the 
Catholic motivation for entering the

1985 graduate of St. Rita’s said. 


Two days later, Dawes read about the 
incident in The San Diego Union. He 
learned the victim was a Navy woman 
who had come out to check on her car 
when she saw two men acting suspiciously 
near it. She shouted at them and they 
attacked her. She was taken to Mercy 
Hospital where she was treated for the 
stab wound on her arm and a blow to the 
head. 


Dawes has become a celebrity at home 
and at school since the incident. But, he 
said, ‘‘I don’t think I deserve 
recognition....I didn’t do all that much.”’

Emphasis of campus pastoral shifts 


By Stephenie Overman 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The second 
draft of the U.S. bishops’ proposed 
pastoral letter on campus ministry seeks 
to ‘‘forge a new relationship between the 
church and higher education’’ to provide 
leadership in both the church and society. 


The substantially revised second draft 
of the pastoral, ‘‘Empowered by the 
Spirit: Campus Ministry Faces the 
Future,’’ was approved Sept. 10 by the 
U.S. Catholic Conference Administrative 
Board for consideration at the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops’ general 
meeting in November. 


THE BISHOPS had been expected to 
vote on the pastoral in 1986, but the vote 
has been moved up and is scheduled to be 
on the agenda of the Nov. 11-15 Shakatte 
in Washington. 


In response to sharp criticism by 
bishops at their meeting in June in 
Collegeville, Minn., the emphasis of the 
revised draft has shifted from higher 
education itself to campus ministry and its 
relationship with higher education. 

“It’s no longer an attempt at direct 
dialogue with higher education,’’ said 
Father Joseph F. Kenna, USCC campus 
ministry representative. 


ALSO IN response to suggestions, 
“‘more history of campus ministry and 
practical strategies’’ have been included 
in the second draft, Father Kenna said. 


-“Campus ministry occurs where 
church and higher education intersect,’’ 
the proposed pastoral says, calling on the 
church to work with higher education ‘‘in 
improving the human community and 
establishing a culture which enables all 
persons to reach their full potential.” 


With Catholics attending colleges in 
numbers higher than the general 
population, and with more than 2,000 
-Catholics ministering on campuses, the 
time is right for a new era of cooperation 
between church and education, according 
to the document. 


IN ITS vision of a new era of campus 
ministry, the proposed pastoral says, ‘‘the 


church on campus will be seen more - 


clearly as a genuine servant community 
dedicated to social j Justice and therefore be 
a more efficient sign and instrument of 
the kingdom of peace and justice in the 
world.”’ 


In this new era the spiritual life of the 
church on campus will be renewed so that 

“it can be a more potent force enabling 
the academic Seelam to live up to its 
own ideals.’

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To rate or not to rate music — debate rages on

WASHINGTON (NC) — To rate or 


not to rate rock music records — that was 
the burning question at a Senate hearing 
held in mid-September because of 
growing concern over what critics say are 
pornographic rock lyrics. 


Parents’ groups — the Parents Music 
Resource Center and the Parent-Teacher 
Association — called for a uniform rating 
system which would warn parents about 
questionable song lyrics. 


RECORDING ARTISTS, citing 
“artistic freedom,’’ oppose any labeling 
or rating of records. 


In an interview with National Catholic 
News Service, Father Don Kimball, a 
priest from Santa Rosa, said he is 
opposed to rating records because he fears 
that the system would ‘‘backfire,’’ 
drawing more attention on the part of 
young people to records with the worst 
ratings. 

But Father Kimball, who makes 
extensive use of popular music in youth 
rallies and youth ministry workshops he 
‘conducts around the country, said he 
would like to see all the lyrics of songs 
printed on album covers or record 
jackets. 


“TO START putting ratings on 
records assumes someone has drawn the 
lines as to what words you can use and 
what ones you can’t,’’ Father Kimball 
said. ‘“The question is, who do you want 
to draw the line? The church, the state, 
parents’ groups?”’ 

Father Kimball has hosted the weekly 
radio program Reflection: Music With a 
Message for 14 years. In it, he uses 
contemporary songs as a springboard to 
discuss different aspects of relationships. 


He estimated that about 15 percent of 
popular rock songs propose or promote 
negative values. There are some songs, 


however, which may simply ‘‘take a 
situation in life and talk about it,’’ he 
said. 


INSTEAD OF getting in the 
“‘censoring mood,’’ Father Kimball said, 
“‘we can use most songs, good or bad, if 


_ they will help us talk about issues we need 


to talk about with our kids anyway.’’ 


He said parents can discuss the content 
and the message of song lyrics with their 
children and then discuss what their own 
values are about a particular subject. 
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‘‘Parents have a right to say, ‘I don’t 
want that song played in my house,’”’ 
Father Kimball said. ‘‘But I question the 
wisdom of censoring songs in the house 
when those would be great opportunities 
for dialogue.’’ 


HE SAID if parents refuse to allow 
certain music in the house, the children in 
all likelihood will listen to it with their 
peers without the guidance parents can 
provide. 


Evelyn Dee, executive director of the 
New York-based Morality in Media, said 
that “‘we are so grateful that this is being 
called to the attention of parents.”’ 


However, ‘‘we wonder if rating records 
isn’t just giving them license to keep 
making the records they’re making,’’ she 
said. ‘“There must be another solution.’’

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DEE SAID Morality in Media would 
advocate an investigation to see whether 
any laws were being violated. 


Richard Hirsch, U.S. Catholic 
Conference communication secretary, 
said that ‘‘up to this point’’ the bishops’ 
conference had not commented on 
popular music. 


The Parents Music Resource Center, 
created last May by a group of influential 
Washington women including Susan 
Baker, wife of Treasury Secretary James 
Baker, and Tipper Gore, wife of Sen. Al 
Gore, D-Tenn., did not seek censorship 
or legislation on the issue. 


INSTEAD, THE group has tried to 
persuade the recording industry to 
restrain itself voluntarily. At the same 
time, PMRC has tried to educate and 
inform parents about the content of rock 
music and music videos. 


The group called for the recording 
industry to take a three-pronged approach 
that includes: 


e Placing warning labels on records 
with lyrics that contain ‘‘explicit sexual 
language, profanity, violence, the occult 
and the glorification of drugs and alcohol. 


@ Making the lyrics of songs available 
to consumers before they purchase 
records. 


© Creating a panel that would 
establish a uniform set of criteria to guide 
record companies in determining which 
records should contain warning labels. 


At the hearing, Baker said the group 
also would ask MTV, the 24-hour music 
video channel, to label videos and to air 
“harmless, safe videos’? when young 
children would most likely be viewing. 


THE MUSICIANS at the hearing, 
however, felt differently. 


Recording artist Frank Zappa called 
the PMRC proposal to rate or label rock 
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records ‘‘an ill-conceived piece of 
nonsense which fails to deliver any real 
benefits to children, infringes on the civil 
liberties of people who are not children 
and promises to keep the courts busy for 
years.”’ 


He said the complete list of PMRC’s 
demands ‘‘reads like an_ instruction 
manual for some sinister kind of ‘toilet 
training program’ to housebreak all 
composers and performers because of the 
lyrics of a few.”’ 


ZAPPA SAID he did favor disclosure 
of song lyrics. 


Singer-composer John Denver, who 
said many radio stations banned his song 
Rocky Mountain High because it was 
incorrectly perceived as being about 
drugs, told the committee he is strongly 
opposed to “‘censorship of any kind.”’ 


Denver also said he opposes. the 
proposed warning label system and said 
the issue should be dealt with by parents 
‘fexercising influence over their 
children.”’ 


DEE SNIDER, lead singer and 
songwriter for Twisted Sister, said that 
while he did not believe children should 
be exposed to some lyrics, it was his 
responsibility as a parent to monitor what 
his children see and hear. 


Earlier in the hearing, Sen. Paula 
Hawkins, R-Fla., chairman of the Senate 
Subcommittee on Children, Family, 
Drugs and Alcoholism, played two rock 
videos for the committee: Twisted Sister’s 
We’re Not Going to Take It, in which a 
teen-age boy smashes his father against a 
brick wall and throws him downstairs and 
through a window, and Van Halen’s Hot 

for Teacher which portrays elementary 
school children lusting for their bikini- 
clad teacher.
